So men are bound 
to loye their on wives as their own bodies, 
He that loveth his own wife, loveth himſclfe, 
For neyer did any man hate his oyn fleſh, but 
nouriſheth and cheriſheth ir,even as the Lord 
doth the congregation : for we are members 
of his body, of his fleſh, and of his bones. 
For this cauſe ſhall a man leave father and 


mother, and ſhall be joyned unto his wife, | 
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and they two ſhall be one fleſh. This myfterie 

is great,but I ſpeak of Chrift,and of the con- 

rogues. Neverthelefle,Jet every one of you 
o love his own wife, even as himſelfe, 


Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul writing to the Col.z. 19. 


Coloſſians, ſpeaketh thus to all men that be 
marned: Ye men, love your wives, and be 
not bitter unto them. 

Heare alſo yyhat Saint Peter the Apoſtle of 
Chiiſt, which was himſelfe a marrie&.man, 
faith unto all men that are married : Ye huſ 
bands, dwell with your wives according $0 
knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker veſſel, and as heires together 
of the grace of life, ſo that your prayers be 
not hindered. 

Hitherto ye have heaxd the. duty. of the 
husband toward the wife. Now likewiſe ye 
wives, heare and learn your duties towards 
your husbands, even as it is plainly ſet forch 
in holy Scripture.

T here are alſo celcftiall bodics, 
and there are bodies terreftria]l.Bur che glory 
of the ccleſtiall is one, and the glory ct the 
terreftriall is another, There is one manner 
glory of the ſunne, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the ſtares: for 
one ſtarre diftcreth from another in glorie. 
So is the returrcion of the dead. Ir is ſown 
in corruption, it riſeth again in incorreprtion : 
itis ſown in diſhonour, it riſeth again in ho- 
nour: it is ſown in weakneſſe, it rileth again 
in power: it is ſown a naturall body, ut rifeth 
again a ſpirituall body. Theze is a naturall bo- 
dy, and there is a ſpirttuall body: as it 1s alſo 
written, The firſt man Adam was made a li- 
ving ſoul, & the laſt Adam was made a quick- 
ning ſpirit, Howbeit that is not firſt which 1s 
ſpirituall, but chat which is naturall, and then 
that which is ſpirituall. The firſt gpan is of the 
earth, carthic: the ſecond man 1s the Lord 
from heaven, heavenly. As is the earthic,ſuch 
are they that be carthie. And as is the hea- 
yvenly. ſuch are they that are heavenly. And 
as ve have born the image of the earthie, ſo 
ſhall we bear the image of the heavenly. This
